SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


The selectmen respectfully submit the following report 
of the expenditures for the town of Pittsfield for the year 
ending February 15, 1907. 

The putting in order of the engine, machinery and fire 
alarm system of our town shoe factory added materially to 
the current expenses, but we have the satisfaction of calling 
attention to the substantial reduction of our town debt as 
is shown by the report of our treasurer. 

Special attention is called to the subject of our state road 
fund, the unexpended balance of which is $4,443.09, to 
which will be added $1,230 this year by Laws of 1908, 
chapter 35, section 3, and should the town again take ad- 
vantage of the state aid at our next town meeting, the sum 
total of $6,749.34 will then be available. 

Five bids were received during the past year, not one 
of which was satisfactory, and they were rejected. We 
have given this matter careful thought and attention and 
the state engineer joins us in the belief that it will be to the 
advantage of the town to do this work itself.

REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In submitting this the eleventh annual report of the 
trustees of the public library, it is with great pleasure that 
they are able to state that it has been one of the most, if 
indeed it has not been the most, successful year’s work in 
all departments of the institution since it was established. 

There has not been a time since the library was opened 
in its present quarters that calls at the loan desk have been 
so much in evidence as during the present winter season. 
While, as in all libraries, the greater number of books with- 
drawn is fiction, it is most gratifying to note that the per- 
centage of such reading loaned has gradually lessened until 
it is now very materially decreased. 

That the privileges of the library are gaining appre- 
ciation with the general public is shown by the fact that 
with each succeeding year the demands upon its resources 
are constantly increased. 

The cooperation of the public library with the public 
school, as a means of providing the best possible educational 
training for the young people of a community is receiving 
more attention than ever. Throughout the country today 
the public library is considered a necessary adjunct of the 
public school, and may be made of equal importance in 
promoting the educational interest of any place. 

With a desire to do all that is possible along such line, 
the trustees most respectfully ask that a somewhat larger 
appropriation than usual be made at the coming March 
meeting. 

Books. 


Since the library was opened, on October 12, 1901, the 
aecession of books has been somewhat above 200 volumes 
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per year. During the past year 231‘ volumes have been 
added. Ninety-nine of these were purchased by the trus- 
tees from town appropriation. The collection embraces a 
wide range of reading. An effort was made to meet the 
tastes of all patrons, from the youngest to the oldest reader. 
It was about equally divided between fiction and non- 
fiction. 

One hundred and thirty-two volumes came to the library 
as gifts from friends of the institution. Such donations 
have aided greatly in meeting the demands made at the 
loan desk. Without such additions the services of the 
institution would have been greatly handicapped. The offi- 
cial management highly appreciates such kindly donations, 
and takes this opportunity to cordially extend their thanks 
for such remembrances. 

Among those who have evidenced their interest in such 
substantial manner are H. W. Osgood, 1 volume; Elizabeth 
Mooney Pillsbury, 1 volume; Crowley & Lunt, 1 volume; 
Otis Jenness, 1 volume; Mrs. Harriet Sargent, 1 volume; 
G. F. Mitchell, 2 volumes; George Doughty, 3 volumes; 
Dr. F. H. Sargent, 4 volumes; Mrs. Lydia Kelley, 8 vol- 
umes; Albert Olson, 22 volumes; Mrs. Maria Haskins, 
Harding, Mass., 84 volumes; P. B. Collier Pub. Co., 5 vol- 
umes. 

In addition to the above, public documents and reports 
were forwarded to the library from Washington at the 
request of U. S. Senator Burnham, who, ever since the 
library was established, has manifested an active interest 
in the welfare of the institution. 


MAGAZINES. 


More money than usual has been expended to supply 
the reading tables for the coming year with the best class 
of magazines and periodicals. The amount thus used is 
not large, however, and is not what the trustees would like 
to use for such a purpose. But in this, as in all depart- 
ments of library affairs, the lack of funds prevents a larger 
outlay. 
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The use of magazines and periodicals, both for general 
reading and reference purposes, has increased to a great 
extent the past year, during which time more than 1,500 
copies have been loaned. When it is considered that the 
oreater number of them were withdrawn for reference use, 
the important value of such literature is at once obvious. 

In addition to the amount expended by the trustees, 
seven dollars was contributed by the pupils and teachers 
of the High school. Under this arrangement certain maga- 
zines go to the school during the sessions and are to be 
found at the lbrary at other times. 

The following is a list of those that will be on the files 
for the coming year: Country Life, Century Magazine, 
Harper’s Monthly, Scribner’s Magazine, The Circle, Out- 
look, McClure’s, Granite Monthly, Granite State Magazine, 
Delineator, Ladies’ Home Journal, Current Interature, and 
Interary Digest. C. F. Wells and F. W. Woodbury have 
helped complete files of magazines by donating back num- 
bers of various publications. G. F. Mitchell and H. M. 
Paige have also contributed current periodicals. 


CATALOGUING AND CLASSIFICATION. 


At the annual March meeting one year ago, an addition 
of $100 to the usual appropriation for library purposes was 
asked for and granted that the books of the library might 
be catalogued and classified under a different and better 
system than the one then in use. How that extra amount 
has been expended is shown by the annexed financial state- 
ment. 

The work of making the change was commenced in Oc- 
tober and was found to involve more time, labor and ex- 
pense than was expected. The work is only about half 
completed, and to finish it $100, or even more, must be 
appropriated. 

The system used is the Dewey decimal classification com- 
bined with the Cutter author number. It is a combination 
of the two best systems in use today, and when the work is 
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finished there will not be a better arranged library in the 
country. The advantages of the new over the old system 
are plainly apparent to any one who will take the trouble 
to inspect the new arrangement. 

To begin the work of reorganization, the services of Miss 
Grace Blanchard, city librarian of Concord, were secured. 
Miss Blanchard is an expert cataloguer as well as a trained 
librarian, and the official management consider themselves 
fortunate in securing her services. They acknowledge 
themselves under great obligation to her for her active, 
earnest and untiring labor to further the work during the 
time she was at the library.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the selectmen and citizens of Pittsfield, the following 
report of the expenditures and the conditions of our school 
buildings and schools for the year ending February 15, 
1907, is respectfully submitted. 

Perhaps a few words in regard to the financial condition 
of the district will be in order at this time. Two years ago 
we needed $1,000 besides the cash on hand to pay the bills 
due February 15, 1905. At the following town meeting it 
was proposed to add $500 to our former appropriation for 
two years. This has been done and the treasurer’s report 
will show cash on hand sufficient to pay all bills due Feb- 
ruary 15, 1907. 

At the last town meeting a special appropriation of $250 
was voted for the purchase of needed books, in addition to 
the usual sum expended for this purpose. We think it has 
been money well spent, and as may be seen by the superin- 
tendent’s report we have none too many books. now. 

Some repairs have been made. The ventilation at the 
grammar school building has been improved by covering 
the foul air box with paper. New steps have been placed 
‘at the town hall and the schoolroom painted and white- 
washed; and a new iron fence built at the brick primary, 
ete. At the last named building, the floor is getting some- 
what worn and this is the case with the old-fashioned desks 
and seats, which have been in use for a long time. The 
sanitary arrangements here and at the town hall are what 
have been in use for a long time and are not what they 
should be if schools are to be continued in these rooms. At 
the grammar school building a sewer should be put in, con- 
necting it with the river. 
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There is an imperative need of more school room, as may 
be seen by the superintendent’s report. Perhaps the best 
and cheapest plan will be to put up a two-room annex in 
‘the rear of the grammar school building. In ease the dis- 
trict does n’t think this a feasible plan, the next alternative 
will be to fit up another room at the town hall and provide 
the first primary teacher with an assistant. 

Under competent supervision and a force of trained and 
experienced teachers, our schools are showing a constant im- 
provement and attaining a higher standard than ever be- 
fore. But however skilled and efficient the teaching force, 
the ready sympathy and interest of the parents must be 
ever manifest, that each pupil may derive the greatest good 
from the school work and receive his fullest development. 

The exhibition of school work, held at the Academy Hall, 
December 14, 1906, was even superior to the previous one 
and is worthy of note as a substantial proof of the good 
work the schools are doing and the steady progress of the 
pupils during the past year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Comnuttee: 


I herewith present my third annual report, the sixth in 
the series of similar reports. 

During the past year I have maintained the same plan 
in the work of the schools that was in progress at the time 
of writing my previous report. 

At the 1905 session of the General Court, the Department 
of Public Instruction was authorized and directed to pre- 
pare a course of study for the common schools of New 
Hampshire. In the main it is an adaptation and extension 
of the course of study I referred to in my first report. 
That you may become a little familiar with its course in 
reading, and also know how youxstand in relation to the 
subject of reading as compared with what the state super- 
intendent expects of us, I wish to make the following com- 
parisons: 

For the first year the course suggests the mastery of three 
primers and the rapid reading of two or three more. You 
have the books necessary to meet this requirement. For 
the second year’s work the course calls for basal readers, 
‘*Gordon,’’ ‘‘New Education,’’ and ‘‘Cyr,’’ and for sup- 
plementary reading, ‘‘Stepping Stones to Literature,’’ 
**Child Life,’’ ‘‘Graded Literature,’’ ‘‘ Hiawatha Primer,’’ 
and ‘‘Around the World,’’ I. Of these eight books you 
have four and the equivalent of two others. 

During the work of the third year two third readers are 
suggested of the grade of ‘‘Stepping Stones,’’ III, and 
these we have. In addition, at least four supplementary 
readers are called for, ‘‘ Around the World,’’ IT, ‘‘Amer- 
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ica’s Story,’’ I, ‘‘Book of Nature Myths,’’ and ‘‘ Fifty Fa- 
mous Stories.’’ You have ‘‘Book of Nature Myths’’ and 
**Around the World,’’ II. For the fourth year’s work in 
reading, eight books are recommended and we have the 
equivalent of five of them. 

From the foregoing it is evident that in reading material 
our pupils have only their imperative needs supplied, and 
this after the special appropriation of a year ago. Further 
comparison would show, I think, that the higher grades 
could use to advantage more reading matter than we have. 

That we were, or are, somewhat short for reading ma- 
terial simply shows that our standard is rising, still we 
come short of what ought and can be accomplished. 

The beginning of another school year will find your high 
school courses in English increased from sixteen to twenty 
periods per week, physical geography dropped and some- 
thing else in its place, if approval is to be obtained from 
the Department of Public Instruction. This means more 
reading extensively and intensively in the grades. and that 
the grammar school must see the completion of physical 
geography. Through the change made in geographies by 
adopting the Tarr, McMurry series last September, the last 
requirement of the grammar grades will be well met. 

Physiology has been introduced in the grades below the 
grammar. In grades two and three, oral instruction is 
given, and in four and five, a regular text-book used to a 
considerable degree. 

With respect to recommendations, I wish to say that we 
ought to have the services of two more teachers. This year, 
as last, we have felt this imperative necessity. During the 
fall term the average enrollment for the three primary 
rooms. was fifty-four pupils each. The prospects for an- 
other year are that the first primary will exceed its last fall 
enrollment of sixty-two, and that the enrollment of the 
intermediate will increase from forty-one to fifty-five. The 
maximum limit of any one of the primary rooms ought not 
to exceed thirty-five pupils. 
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I will also add that a little tinting done to the walls and 
ceilings of your school-rooms would do much to increase 
their cheer and attractiveness.

HIGH SCHOOL REPORT. ° 


At the opening of the term in September, the working 
machinery started into motion somewhat slowly. Doubt- 
less this was largely due to several changes in the courses 
of study, and to the fact that two thirds of the teaching 
force was new to the needs and conditions of the school. 
In a short time, however, the classes were running smoothly 
and good progress began to be in evidence. 

Since settling down to business the pupils, with few 
exceptions, have observed a decent respect for regulations 
aimed toward proper conduct, and have shown a goodly 
appreciation of the purposes for which public schools exist. 
The new teachers, one of whom only a few years since was 
an assistant in the school and so returned in September to 
more or less familiar surroundings, have taken up their 
tasks with steady zeal and have evinced a real and unwav- 
ering interest in each and every pupil. The courses of 
study, revised last spring, have proved themselves superior 
to the old courses. There is little or no demand for courses 
in Greek, and the school is getting much extra good from 
devoting more attention to English and modern languages. 
Some further changes, probably in favor of improved 
courses in science and modern languages, will doubtless 
be necessary in the near future if the school is to maintain 
its position as an institution capable of preparing boys and 
girls for college. 

At the close of the fall term, State Superintendent Mor- 
rison paid the school a brief visit. Mr. Morrison is well 
known as a man given neither to flattery nor to politic 
artifice, and for one of his high standing and sound dispo- 
sition to express himself as favorably impressed with what 
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he saw in Pittsfield High School was most gratifying to 
pupus and teachers alike. 

At the very opening of the winter term, the writer fell 
sick, and as soon as it became evident that his illness was 
too serious to allow him to return to his duties for several 
weeks, Mr. Donald T. Page was engaged to take his place 
for the remainder of the term. Mr. Page, who graduated 
from Dartmouth in 1901 and who had taught for five years 
since, proved himself worthy of the trust, and has put the 
work forward in a thorough-going manner. 

Since no statement regarding school affairs is what it 
should be unless it is prospective as well as retrospective, 
the writer begs lief to mention certain matters which may 
well be considered as pertaining in some degree at least to 
the future welfare of the school. 

First, for the best results, both to the individual pupil 
and to the whole school, the value of the habit of regular, 
systematic study at home needs to be dwelt upon and re- 
emphasized. The significance of method and system in all 
work cannot be too deeply impressed upon the minds of our 
boys and girls. 

Second, while in the main the rhetorical work—reading, 
reciting, debating—is good, there is still an unmistakable 
lack of spirit in these features. If some plan could be hit 
upon whereby a club of mature friends of the school might 
match or join forces at.regular intervals with the High 
school ranks in discussing certain topics worthy of study, 
doubtless considerable benefit would come from this scheme 
to both parties. 

Third, the writer believes in physical training. In a 
country town and village like our own, however, pupils do 
not generally suffer much for bodily exercise, albeit aim- 
less, while the earth is green. But in the cold winter sea- 
son there is a strong tendency among the young folk of 
the present day to hover sluggishly over the fire. If 
the school board should declare in favor of devoting ten 
minutes in the middle of each morning session during the 
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months of snow to some well-directed bodily exercises, the 
writer is sure that the pupils under his charge would derive 
ten times as much benefit therefrom as they do from their 
present use of winter recesses. Moreover, with an expendi- 
ture of, say one hundred dollars, put into modern adjust- 
able apparatus, our school hall could be fairly equipped for 
modest gymnasium work, and the introducing of this 
equipment would in no wise unfit the hall for auditorium 
purposes. 

Fourth, special efforts are being’ made this year better 
to live within the limits of the school-book law vf this state. 
Greater care on the part of our pupils in the use of text- 
books is imperative, and any pupil losing, disfiguring or 
unduly soiling a town-owned book, should be called upon 
to pay proper damages for his carelessness or misdemeanor. 

Fifth, probably on more than a hundred occasions during 
the fall term some pupil came to the writer and asked where 
he might find facts about some person, place or thing. 
Often he was necessarily turned away still wanting, because 
there was no source of the desired information on the 
school’s bookshelves. The foremost material need of Pitts- 
field High School today, is a comprehensive, up-to-date 
encyclopedia.
